The applicant argues the examiner is confusing the evidence required to make a 
proper showing in Rule 131 Declaration with the evidence required to demonstrate prior 
inventorship in an interference contest. MPEP 715.07 indicates that facts to be 
established under 37 CFR 1.131 are similar to those to be proved in interference. 
Furthermore, the MPEP indicates that if the applicant disagrees with a holding that the 
facts are insufficient to overcome the rejection, his or her remedy is by appeal from the 
continued rejection. As stated before, the examiner believes that the evidence 
submitted is insufficient to establish diligence from a date prior to the date of reduction 
to practice of the Vanderwerf reference. Exhibit D shows diligence with a date of 
5/1/00. However, evidence showing diligence should consist of more than just one 
date. The examiner requests information with respect to diligence preceding 05/01/00 
and after this date indicating that the application. It should be understood that the 
examiner is not requesting evidence of diligence for every day. However, ample 
amount of information should be sufficient.
